Agreement at Last 
After more than two years of Ihe 


Uniled Nalions' existence, ils two 
most powerful members have found 
a point on which they can agree. 
This is a sad commentary on the 
fttate of international relations, to 
be sure. Nevertheless, there is real 
pause for rejoicing in the general 
unanimity of American and Russi- 
an official opinion in the future of 
Palestine. 
Rather, there are two causes. The 


UN Palestine commission's recom- 
mendation of partition seems to be 
the most just solution of the tragic 
problem of Europe's homeless, long 
Buffering Jews. And the Spviel-A- 
Snerican agreement is particularly 
encouraging, since there seemed lo 
4jie many reasons why il might not 
come off. 
There are, of course, many di- 


ficult details to be worked put be- 
fore the creation of a Jewish na- 
tional state even approaches real- 
ity. Perhaps the familiar clash of 
democratic and communislic inter- 
ests will reappear in future discus- 
sions. But as of now, the Soviet 
government has come into line with 
majority opinion in a commendable 
it unlypicai, manner. 


The Russian decision seems jusl 


$,vid humane. Future events may 
cause a reversal of lhat opinion. 
But only those inclined to hate au- 
tomatically every decision of the 
Kremlin can find reason to com- 
plain in this instance. 
. There was danger of serious trou- 
ble if the Russians had espoused 
the Arab cause. Backed by the 
might of the Soviet Union, the A- 
rao states might have opposed any 
UN attempt to enforce partition 
with military action. A 
possible 


outcome might have been that the 
»\Fnited States and Britain would 
have been driven out of Ihe Near 
East. 


As things stand now, any sucn 
danger is remote. With Ihe great 
powers ranged against them, the 
Arab stales can scarcely make a 
military issue of the eventual du- 
cision. Such an outcome would on- 
ly seem possible if the great pow- 
ers within tne UN lali utterly to 
enforce that decision. 


The UN agreement is particular- 
ly welcome since there is good rea- 
fton to believe thai Ihe violent op- 
posilion to partition is pretty well 
confined to the op levels of he 
Arab League. Those who have been 
in Palesine report that there is no

"Education is the one variable 


factor by which nations may in- 
crease their wealth, and therefore 
it behooves us to improve the eco- 
nomic condition of teachers so that 
the character of education itself

"3. Acquired ability. This is the 


one factor that is not constant. It 
may be improved and enlarged— 
through education."

The cabinet session began a busy 
day for Mr. Truman, since

meeting with Congress leaders was 
set for 1:30 p. m.

p. m. His talk with reporters was 
scheduled a half-hour ahead of the 
time such conferences take place 
when they are held in the after- 
noon. 
High government officials indi- 
cated the chief executive had two 
alternative courses to follow at the 
extraordinary White House confer- 
ence set for this afternoon. 
1. He could suggest a special ses- 
sion of Congress in December to 
appropriate funds to tide over such 
hard pressed nations 
as France 
and Italy until next year's regular 
session has time to act on the 
long-range Marshall plan for Euro- 
pean recovery. 
2. Or he could propose that the 
government proceed to use at once 
some funds not originally intended 
for European assistance but which 
might legally-be diverted to that 
purpose. 
In this connection it was learned 
that lawyers of the Stale, Agricul- 
ture and Treasury 
Department 


had decided informally this week 
that Commodity Credit Corporation 
resources might be used on a short 
term basis to send food to Europe. 
The Commodity Credit Corpora- 
tion is the government's farm price 
support agency and in that 
role 
buys and sells agricultural prod- 
ucts.

Both Reds and 
DeGaullists 


Daris, Oct. 22 —(/P)—Premier Paul 
iamadier said 
today his newly 
treamlined cabinet had found 
it 
ecessary to consult Ihe parlia- 
lent concernirfg the "danger to 
ie republic" which he said was 
iherent in the Communist and De 
aullist ideologies. 
The government yesterday called 
tie parliament to a session start- 
ng next Tuesday, though it

Carlson, former Communist

the House Un-American Activities 
Committee today that Communists 
have sought control of the public 
schools of Los Angeles. 


The Los Angeles local chapter of 
the American Federation of Teach- 
ers "has been dominated by Com- 
munists," Carlson said. 


Many teachers, he added, 
have 


refused to join the union because 
of its Communist leaning and have 
complained to the parent union.

Communist 
candidate.

Agreement at Last 
After more than two years of Ihe 


Uniled Nalions' existence, ils two 
most powerful members have found 
a point on which they can agree. 
This is a sad commentary on the 
fttate of international relations, to 
be sure. Nevertheless, there is real 
pause for rejoicing in the general 
unanimity of American and Russi- 
an official opinion in the future of 
Palestine. 
Rather, there are two causes. The 


UN Palestine commission's recom- 
mendation of partition seems to be 
the most just solution of the tragic 
problem of Europe's homeless, long 
Buffering Jews. And the Spviel-A- 
Snerican agreement is particularly 
encouraging, since there seemed lo 
4jie many reasons why il might not 
come off. 
There are, of course, many di- 


ficult details to be worked put be- 
fore the creation of a Jewish na- 
tional state even approaches real- 
ity. Perhaps the familiar clash of 
democratic and communislic inter- 
ests will reappear in future discus- 
sions. But as of now, the Soviet 
government has come into line with 
majority opinion in a commendable 
it unlypicai, manner. 


The Russian decision seems jusl 


$,vid humane. Future events may 
cause a reversal of lhat opinion. 
But only those inclined to hate au- 
tomatically every decision of the 
Kremlin can find reason to com- 
plain in this instance. 
. There was danger of serious trou- 
ble if the Russians had espoused 
the Arab cause. Backed by the 
might of the Soviet Union, the A- 
rao states might have opposed any 
UN attempt to enforce partition 
with military action. A 
possible 


outcome might have been that the 
»\Fnited States and Britain would 
have been driven out of Ihe Near 
East. 


As things stand now, any sucn 
danger is remote. With Ihe great 
powers ranged against them, the 
Arab stales can scarcely make a 
military issue of the eventual du- 
cision. Such an outcome would on- 
ly seem possible if the great pow- 
ers within tne UN lali utterly to 
enforce that decision. 


The UN agreement is particular- 
ly welcome since there is good rea- 
fton to believe thai Ihe violent op- 
posilion to partition is pretty well 
confined to the op levels of he 
Arab League. Those who have been 
in Palesine report that there is no

Carlson, former Communist 
told 
the House Un-American Activities 
Committee today that Communists 
have sought control of the public 
schools of Los Angeles. 


The Los Angeles local chapter of 
the American Federation of Teach- 
ers "has been dominated by Com- 
munists," Carlson said. 


Many teachers, he added, 
have 


refused to join the union because 
of its Communist leaning and have 
complained to the parent union.

Agreement at Last 
After more than two years of Ihe 


Uniled Nalions' existence, ils two 
most powerful members have found 
a point on which they can agree. 
This is a sad commentary on the 
fttate of international relations, to 
be sure. Nevertheless, there is real 
pause for rejoicing in the general 
unanimity of American and Russi- 
an official opinion in the future of 
Palestine. 
Rather, there are two causes. The 


UN Palestine commission's recom- 
mendation of partition seems to be 
the most just solution of the tragic 
problem of Europe's homeless, long 
Buffering Jews. And the Spviel-A- 
Snerican agreement is particularly 
encouraging, since there seemed lo 
4jie many reasons why il might not 
come off. 
There are, of course, many di- 


ficult details to be worked put be- 
fore the creation of a Jewish na- 
tional state even approaches real- 
ity. Perhaps the familiar clash of 
democratic and communislic inter- 
ests will reappear in future discus- 
sions. But as of now, the Soviet 
government has come into line with 
majority opinion in a commendable 
it unlypicai, manner. 


The Russian decision seems jusl 


$,vid humane. Future events may 
cause a reversal of lhat opinion. 
But only those inclined to hate au- 
tomatically every decision of the 
Kremlin can find reason to com- 
plain in this instance. 
. There was danger of serious trou- 
ble if the Russians had espoused 
the Arab cause. Backed by the 
might of the Soviet Union, the A- 
rao states might have opposed any 
UN attempt to enforce partition 
with military action. A 
possible 


outcome might have been that the 
»\Fnited States and Britain would 
have been driven out of Ihe Near 
East. 


As things stand now, any sucn 
danger is remote. With Ihe great 
powers ranged against them, the 
Arab stales can scarcely make a 
military issue of the eventual du- 
cision. Such an outcome would on- 
ly seem possible if the great pow- 
ers within tne UN lali utterly to 
enforce that decision. 


The UN agreement is particular- 
ly welcome since there is good rea- 
fton to believe thai Ihe violent op- 
posilion to partition is pretty well 
confined to the op levels of he 
Arab League. Those who have been 
in Palesine report that there is no

Carlson, former Communist 
told 
the House Un-American Activities 
Committee today that Communists 
have sought control of the public 
schools of Los Angeles. 


The Los Angeles local chapter of 
the American Federation of Teach- 
ers "has been dominated by Com- 
munists," Carlson said. 


Many teachers, he added, 
have 


refused to join the union because 
of its Communist leaning and have 
complained to the parent union. 
Carlson related that

school board election in the

the total vote, he said, it indicates 
the strength of the party.

Agreement at Last 
After more than two years of Ihe 


Uniled Nalions' existence, ils two 
most powerful members have found 
a point on which they can agree. 
This is a sad commentary on the 
fttate of international relations, to 
be sure. Nevertheless, there is real 
pause for rejoicing in the general 
unanimity of American and Russi- 
an official opinion in the future of 
Palestine. 
Rather, there are two causes. The 


UN Palestine commission's recom- 
mendation of partition seems to be 
the most just solution of the tragic 
problem of Europe's homeless, long 
Buffering Jews. And the Spviel-A- 
Snerican agreement is particularly 
encouraging, since there seemed lo 
4jie many reasons why il might not 
come off. 
There are, of course, many di- 


ficult details to be worked put be- 
fore the creation of a Jewish na- 
tional state even approaches real- 
ity. Perhaps the familiar clash of 
democratic and communislic inter- 
ests will reappear in future discus- 
sions. But as of now, the Soviet 
government has come into line with 
majority opinion in a commendable 
it unlypicai, manner. 


The Russian decision seems jusl 


$,vid humane. Future events may 
cause a reversal of lhat opinion. 
But only those inclined to hate au- 
tomatically every decision of the 
Kremlin can find reason to com- 
plain in this instance. 
. There was danger of serious trou- 
ble if the Russians had espoused 
the Arab cause. Backed by the 
might of the Soviet Union, the A- 
rao states might have opposed any 
UN attempt to enforce partition 
with military action. A 
possible 


outcome might have been that the 
»\Fnited States and Britain would 
have been driven out of Ihe Near 
East. 


As things stand now, any sucn 
danger is remote. With Ihe great 
powers ranged against them, the 
Arab stales can scarcely make a 
military issue of the eventual du- 
cision. Such an outcome would on- 
ly seem possible if the great pow- 
ers within tne UN lali utterly to 
enforce that decision. 


The UN agreement is particular- 
ly welcome since there is good rea- 
fton to believe thai Ihe violent op- 
posilion to partition is pretty well 
confined to the op levels of he 
Arab League. Those who have been 
in Palesine report that there is no

Agreement at Last 
After more than two years of Ihe 


Uniled Nalions' existence, ils two 
most powerful members have found 
a point on which they can agree. 
This is a sad commentary on the 
fttate of international relations, to 
be sure. Nevertheless, there is real 
pause for rejoicing in the general 
unanimity of American and Russi- 
an official opinion in the future of 
Palestine. 
Rather, there are two causes. The 


UN Palestine commission's recom- 
mendation of partition seems to be 
the most just solution of the tragic 
problem of Europe's homeless, long 
Buffering Jews. And the Spviel-A- 
Snerican agreement is particularly 
encouraging, since there seemed lo 
4jie many reasons why il might not 
come off. 
There are, of course, many di- 


ficult details to be worked put be- 
fore the creation of a Jewish na- 
tional state even approaches real- 
ity. Perhaps the familiar clash of 
democratic and communislic inter- 
ests will reappear in future discus- 
sions. But as of now, the Soviet 
government has come into line with 
majority opinion in a commendable 
it unlypicai, manner. 


The Russian decision seems jusl 


$,vid humane. Future events may 
tause a reversal of lhat opinion. 
But only those inclined to hate au- 
tomatically every decision of the 
Kremlin can find reason to com- 
plain in this instance. 
. There was danger of serious trou- 
ble if the Russians had espoused 
the Arab cause. Backed by the 
might of the Soviet Union, the A- 
rao states might have opposed any 
UN attempt to enforce partition 
with military action. A 
possible 


outcome might have been that the 
»\Fnited States and Britain would 
have been driven out of Ihe Near 
East. 


As things stand now, any sucn 
danger is remote. With Ihe great 
powers ranged against them, the 
Arab stales can scarcely make a 
military issue of the eventual du- 
cision. Such an outcome would on- 
ly seem possible if the great pow- 
ers within tne UN lali utterly to 
enforce that decision. 


The UN agreement is particular- 
ly welcome since there is good rea- 
fton to believe thai Ihe violent op- 
posilion to partition is pretty well 
confined to the op levels of he 
Arab League. Those who have been 
in Palesine report that there is no

"Education is the one variable 


factor by which nations may in- 
crease their wealth, and therefore 
it behooves us to improve the eco- 
nomic condition of teachers so that 
the character of education itself 
may be constantly made better," 
Urrey McKenzie of Hope, former

Springs and Texarkana, told the 
local Rotary club today noon. 


Mr. McKenzie listed the 
three 


factors of wealth as follows: 


"1. Natural resources of a coun- 
try—a fixed factor. 


"2. Native ability of its citizens

"3. Acquired ability. This is the 


one factor that is not constant. It 
may be improved and enlarged— 
through education."

Novikov left the Uniled Slates for 


Moscow July 27. Asked i.n Stock- 
holm why he was returning, he re- 
plied: "I cannot help you, even if 
I knew how long I would be there." 


Novikov took over the top Soviet 


diplomatic post in Washington last 
year, succeeding Andrei Gromyko, 
who was named permanent Rus- 
sian delegate to the United Na- 
tions.

years 1945-40, 1946-47 and includes 
a report'of a special investigation 
of the hospital meat and milk 
c- 
counts. 


The Pulaski county grand 
jury 


investigated 
misappropriation of 


foodstuffs at the hospital last July 
and indicted H. S. (Boots) Dole- 
man, Little Rock dairy executive, 
on charges of false 
pretense 
in 
connection with milk accounts and 
Woodrow Wilson White and Virgil 
Bullard, former state hospital em- 
ployes, for bribery. 


According to the audit, employes 


of the hospital received meat and 
signed 
receipts 
for 
amounts 
larger than actually delivered. It 
also stated that for a while meat 
was delivered daily to 
a North 


Little Rock market in a state hos- 
pital truck. 


The audit declared that during 
the period from July 
1, 1946 to 


March 31, 1947, the total difference 
between the amount of meat 
de- 


livered and the amount charged 
was 54,461 pounds worth 
about 
¥18,000.

Russia Is Calling Al! 
Her Citizens Home

This column has encountered — 
and solved, we hope, an intriguing 
Communist mystery which 
first 
gave a glimpse of 
itself 
several 


months ago and since them 
has 
kept popping up piecemeal in un- 
related parts of the world, like a 
colony Of prairie dogs. 


Not to make too much mystery 


out of this development for "pur 
readers, it, has -to do with an inten- 
sive Soviet campaign t6 repatriate 
all Russians in foreign 
countries. 


Moscow never announced it as a 
campaign and it was only after 
these repatriations had been noted 
in numerous widely separated areas 
that observers decided something 
unusual was-afoot. 


Thusfar parties of Russians have 


returned to the homeland 
from 
Canada, the United States, 
So.uth 


America, China, France, Ethiopia, 
the Middle East and quite likely 
from other countries. The; total're- 
patriated runs 
into many thou- 
sands. Some 11,000 are said to have 
returned .to Russia, or to be re- 
turning, from France alone. 


While families are being taken, 


with all their inoveable belongings. 
In fact these 
people 
are being 


urged to carry back all they can, 
especially tools and surgical instru- 
ments. 
The 
Soviet 
government 
foots the bill for everything, and 
promises homes and jobs in Rus- 
sia. Of course it is required >that 
those repatriated renounce citizen- 
ship in 
their • adopted countries: 


Yugoslavia also has been carrying 
out a similar program ot repatria- 
tion. 


Some of those being repatriated 
haven't set foot on 
Russian 
soil 
since Czarist days. Some of them 
were born abroad and so arc mak- 
ing a voyage into the. unknown. In- 
deed, it must be daring adventure 
for all of them.

Four Jameses are mentioned in 
the New Testament: James, tile A- 
postle, son of Zebedec, and broth- 
er of John; James, the son of Al- 
phaus, also an Apostle (sec Luke 
6:10, •American Revised Version); 
James, tne father of Judas, the .A- 
poslle who was nol Judas Iscariot; 
and James the brother of Jesus. 


This last James, Christian history 


asserts, was the author of lhe E- 
pislle of James. He was not ;a- 
mong the Twelve Aposlles; in fact, 
we are told in John 7:3-5, that the 
brothers of Jesus did not believe

and indicted H. S. (Boots) Dole- 
man, Little Rock dairy executive, 
on charges of false 
pretense 
in 
connection with milk accounts and 
Woodrow Wilson White and Virgil 
Bullard, former state hospital em- 
ployes, for bribery. 


According to the audit, employes 


of the hospital received meat and 
signed 
receipts 
for 
amounts 
larger than actually delivered. It 
also stated that for a while meat 
was delivered daily to

Little Rock market in a state hos- 
pital truck. 


The audit declared that during 
the period from July 
1, 1946 to 


March 31, 1947, the total difference

Russia Is Calling Al! 
Her Citizens Home

This column has encountered — 
and solved, we hope, an intriguing 
Communist mystery which 
first 
gave a glimpse of 
itself 
several 


months ago and since them 
has 
kept popping up piecemeal in un- 
related parts of the world, like a 
colony Of prairie dogs. 


Not to make too much mystery 


out of this development for "pur 
readers, it, has -to do with an inten- 
sive Soviet campaign t6 repatriate 
all Russians in foreign 
countries. 


Moscow never announced it as a 
campaign and it was only after 
these repatriations had been noted 
in numerous widely separated areas 
that observers decided something 
unusual was-afoot. 


Thusfar parties of Russians have 


returned to the homeland 
from 
Canada, the United States, 
So.uth 


America, China, France, Ethiopia, 
the Middle East and quite likely 
from other countries. The; total're- 
patriated runs 
into many thou- 
sands. Some 11,000 are said to have 
returned .to Russia, or to be re- 
turning, from France alone. 


While families are being taken, 


with all their inoveable belongings. 
In fact these 
people 
are being 


urged to carry back all they can, 
especially tools and surgical instru- 
ments. 
The 
Soviet 
government 
foots the bill for everything, and 
promises homes and jobs in Rus- 
sia. Of course it is required >that 
those repatriated renounce citizen- 
ship in 
their • adopted countries: 


Yugoslavia also has been carrying 
out a similar program ot repatria- 
tion. 


Some of those being repatriated 
haven't set foot on 
Russian 
soil 
since Czarist days. Some of them 
were born abroad and so arc mak- 
ing a voyage into the. unknown. In- 
deed, it must be daring adventure 
for all of them. 


And why this attempt at whole- 
sale repatriation?

and James the brother of Jesus.

'Loses-Huge 
Amount Meat 


Little Rock, Oct. 23 —(/P) — Ap- 
proximately $18,000 worth of meat

and early 1947, an audit of the in- 
stitution by the state comptroller's 
department disclosed today. 


The audit, prepared 
under

supervision of Charles M. Clerget, 
was filed with Governor Laney to- 
day 
by 
Comptroller 
John 
J. 
Truemper, It 
covers 
the 
fiscal 
years 1945-40, 1946-47 and includes 
a report'of a special investigation 
of the hospital meat and milk 
c- 
counts. 


The Pulaski county grand 
jury 


investigated 
misappropriation of 


foodstuffs at the hospital last July 
and indicted H. S. (Boots) Dole- 
man, Little Rock dairy executive, 
on charges of false 
pretense 
in 
connection with milk accounts and 
Woodrow Wilson White and Virgil 
Bullard, former state hospital em- 
ployes, for bribery. 


According to the audit, employes 


of the hospital received meat and 
signed 
receipts 
for 
amounts 
larger than actually delivered. It 
also stated that for a while meat 
was delivered daily to 
a North 


Little Rock market in a state hos- 
pital truck.

This column has encountered — 
and solved, we hope, an intriguing 
Communist mystery which

Not to make too much mystery 


out of this development for "pur 
readers, it, has -to do with an inten- 
sive Soviet campaign t6 repatriate 
all Russians in foreign 
countries. 


Moscow never announced it as a 
campaign and it was only after 
these repatriations had been noted 
in numerous widely separated areas 
that observers decided something 
unusual was-afoot. 


Thusfar parties of Russians have 


returned to the homeland 
from 
Canada, the United States, 
So.uth 


America, China, France, Ethiopia, 
the Middle East and quite likely 
from other countries. The; total're- 
patriated runs 
into many thou- 
sands. Some 11,000 are said to have 
returned .to Russia, or to be re- 
turning, from France alone. 


While families are being taken, 


with all their inoveable belongings. 
In fact these 
people 
are being 


urged to carry back all they can, 
especially tools and surgical instru- 
ments. 
The 
Soviet 
government 
foots the bill for everything, and 
promises homes and jobs in Rus- 
sia. Of course it is required >that 
those repatriated renounce citizen- 
ship in 
their • adopted countries: 


Yugoslavia also has been carrying 
out a similar program ot repatria- 
tion. 


Some of those being repatriated 
haven't set foot on 
Russian 
soil 
since Czarist days. Some of them 
were born abroad and so arc mak- 
ing a voyage into the. unknown. In- 
deed, it must be daring adventure 
for all of them.

Approximately 100 teachers were 
picked for the quiz at random from 
some 6,000 in town for the Colorado 
Education Association convention, 
and assured their identities would 
be kept a deep, dark secreat. 


The 25 questions were lifted frorru 
a standard text used by Denver*1 
public schools, and tossed every 
day at pupils. 


But grades ranges as low as 20 


out of a possible 100, or only five 
correct answers. And boners were 
pulled that would make a lad sit- 
ting under a dunce cap burst with 
pride at his own knowledge.

of the hospital meat and milk

counts. 


The Pulaski county grand 
jury 


investigated 
misappropriation of 


foodstuffs at the hospital last July 
and indicted H. S. (Boots) Dole- 
man, Little Rock dairy executive, 
on charges of false 
pretense 
in 
connection with milk accounts and 
Woodrow Wilson White and Virgil 
Bullard, former state hospital em- 
ployes, for bribery. 


According to the audit, employes 


of the hospital received meat and 
signed 
receipts 
for 
amounts 
larger than actually delivered. It 
also stated that for a while meat 
was delivered daily to 
a North 


Little Rock market in a state hos- 
pital truck. 


The audit declared that during 
the period from July 
1, 1946 to 


March 31, 1947, the total difference 
between the amount of meat 
de- 


livered and the amount charged 
was 54,461 pounds worth

Communist Mystery Is Why 
Russia Is Calling Al! 
Her Citizens Home 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE

This column has encountered — 
and solved, we hope, an intriguing 
Communist mystery which 
first 
gave a glimpse of 
itself 
several 


months ago and since them 
has 
kept popping up piecemeal in un- 
related parts of the world, like a 
colony Of prairie dogs. 


Not to make too much mystery 


out of this development for "pur 
readers, it, has -to do with an inten- 
sive Soviet campaign t6 repatriate 
all Russians in foreign 
countries. 


Moscow never announced it as a 
campaign and it was only after 
these repatriations had been noted 
in numerous widely separated areas 
that observers decided something 
unusual was-afoot. 


Thusfar parties of Russians have 


returned to the homeland 
from 
Canada, the United States, 
So.uth 


America, China, France, Ethiopia, 
the Middle East and quite likely 
from other countries. The; total're- 
patriated runs 
into many thou- 
sands. Some 11,000 are said to have 
returned .to Russia, or to be re- 
turning, from France alone. 


While families are being taken,

and indicted H. S. (Boots) Dole- 
man, Little Rock dairy executive, 
on charges of false 
pretense 
in 
connection with milk accounts and 
Woodrow Wilson White and Virgil 
Bullard, former state hospital em- 
ployes, for bribery. 


According to the audit, employes 


of the hospital received meat and 
signed 
receipts 
for 
amounts 
larger than actually delivered. It 
also stated that for a while meat 
was delivered daily to 
a North 


Little Rock market in a state hos- 
pital truck. 


The audit declared that during 
the period from July 
1, 1946 to 


March 31, 1947, the total difference 
between the amount of meat

was 54,461 pounds worth

This column has encountered — 
and solved, we hope, an intriguing 
Communist mystery which 
first 
gave a glimpse of 
itself 
several 


months ago and since them 
has 
kept popping up piecemeal in un- 
related parts of the world, like a 
colony Of prairie dogs. 


Not to make too much mystery 


out of this development for "pur 
readers, it, has -to do with an inten- 
sive Soviet campaign t6 repatriate 
all Russians in foreign 
countries. 


Moscow never announced it as a 
campaign and it was only after 
these repatriations had been noted 
in numerous widely separated areas 
that observers decided something 
unusual was-afoot. 


Thusfar parties of Russians have 


returned to the homeland 
from 
Canada, the United States, 
So.uth 


America, China, France, Ethiopia, 
the Middle East and quite likely 
from other countries. The; total're- 
patriated runs 
into many thou- 
sands. Some 11,000 are said to have 
returned .to Russia, or to be re- 
turning, from France alone. 


While families are being taken, 


with all their inoveable belongings. 
In fact these 
people 
are being 


urged to carry back all they can, 
especially tools and surgical instru- 
ments. 
The 
Soviet 
government 
foots the bill for everything, and 
promises homes and jobs in Rus- 
sia. Of course it is required >that 
those repatriated renounce citizen- 
ship in 
their • adopted countries: 


Yugoslavia also has been carrying 
out a similar program ot repatria- 
tion. 


Some of those being repatriated 
haven't set foot on 
Russian 
soil 
since Czarist days. Some of them 
were born abroad and so arc mak- 
ing a voyage into the. unknown. In- 
deed, it must be daring adventure 
for all of them.

James, tne father of Judas, the .A- 
poslle who was nol Judas Iscariot; 
and James the brother of Jesus. 


This last James, Christian history

He was not ;a- 
mong the Twelve Aposlles; in fact, 
we are told in John 7:3-5, that the 
brothers of Jesus did not believe

and indicted H. S. (Boots) Dole- 
man, Little Rock dairy executive, 
on charges of false 
pretense 
in 
connection with milk accounts and 
Woodrow Wilson White and Virgil 
Bullard, former state hospital em- 
ployes, for bribery. 


According to the audit, employes 


of the hospital received meat and 
signed 
receipts 
for 
amounts 
larger than actually delivered. It 
also stated that for a while meat 
was delivered daily to

Little Rock market in a state hos- 
pital truck. 


The audit declared that during 
the period from July 
1, 1946 to 


March 31, 1947, the total difference

Russia Is Calling Al! 
Her Citizens Home

This column has encountered — 
and solved, we hope, an intriguing 
Communist mystery which 
first 
gave a glimpse of 
itself 
several 


months ago and since them 
has 
kept popping up piecemeal in un- 
related parts of the world, like a 
colony Of prairie dogs. 


Not to make too much mystery 


out of this development for "pur 
readers, it, has -to do with an inten- 
sive Soviet campaign t6 repatriate 
all Russians in foreign 
countries. 


Moscow never announced it as a 
campaign and it was only after 
these repatriations had been noted 
in numerous widely separated areas 
that observers decided something 
unusual was-afoot. 


Thusfar parties of Russians have 


returned to the homeland 
from 
Canada, the United States, 
So.uth 


America, China, France, Ethiopia, 
the Middle East and quite likely 
from other countries. The; total're- 
patriated runs 
into many thou- 
sands. Some 11,000 are said to have 
returned .to Russia, or to be re- 
turning, from France alone. 


While families are being taken, 


with all their inoveable belongings. 
In fact these 
people 
are being 


urged to carry back all they can, 
especially tools and surgical instru- 
ments. 
The 
Soviet 
government 
foots the bill for everything, and 
promises homes and jobs in Rus- 
sia. Of course it is required >that 
those repatriated renounce citizen- 
ship in 
their • adopted countries: 


Yugoslavia also has been carrying 
out a similar program ot repatria- 
tion. 


Some of those being repatriated 
haven't set foot on 
Russian 
soil 
since Czarist days. Some of them 
were born abroad and so arc mak- 
ing a voyage into the. unknown. In- 
deed, it must be daring adventure 
for all of them. 


And why this attempt at whole- 
sale repatriation? Well, your cor-

and James the brother of Jesus.

and Commerce where he carried 
on unknown to the general public 
until he came into prominence a 
few months ago through these dis- 
patches as an American public of- 
ficial, 
possessing 
groat .• powers, 


who had testified that he formerly 
regarded Roerich as God almighty. 
Roerich was, at last reports, still a 
Russian, 
apparently on 
cordial 


terms with the Kremlin. If no 
is 
alive he probably is a Eussian still. 
He vanished 
into 
India 
several 
years ago.'Although he was not an 
American citizen, Wallace picked 
him to lead an expedition of Amer-' 
lean scientists employed by

years ago.'Although he was not an 
American citizen, Wallace picked

He was an appointee, first and last, 
of Henry Wallace, who encountered 
him in the mystical circle of Nich- 
olas Roerich, the oriental 
guru, 
pundit or mahatma. Wallace plant- 
ed-Horch in several positions 
in 


the 
Departments 
of Agriculture 


and Commerce where he carried 
on unknown to the general public 
until he came into prominence a 
few months ago through these dis- 
patches as an American public of- 
ficial, 
possessing 
groat .• powers, 


who had testified that he formerly 
regarded Roerich as God almighty. 
Roerich was, at last reports, still a 
Russian, 
apparently on 
cordial 


terms with the Kremlin. If no 
is 
alive he probably is a Eussian still. 
He vanished 
into 
India 
several 
years ago.'Although he was not an 
American citizen, Wallace picked 
him to lead an expedition of Amer-' 
lean scientists employed by 
the

of 
Agriculture 
in

China 


and Mongolia without the, knowl- 
edge or consent of the Slato .

Mystery of Missing Radium 
Needles Salved at U.of A. 
in Holmes' Best Tradition 


Fayetteville, Oct. 25 
Mystery of the 
missing (UP) — 
radium 
needles has been solved by Univer- 
sity of Arkansas physicists—turned 
detectives. 


The professors were called in on 
the case by a Fayctteville 
insur- 
ance adjuster, after five valuable 
needles of radium—each about the 
size of an 
ordinary 
phonograph 


needle—disappeared from the 
of- 
fice of a Northwest Arkansas phy- 
sician a few days ago. 


The insurance adjuster immedi- 
ately sought the aid of Professor 
Paul C. Sharrah of the university's 
physic's staff, after a search 
by 
the doctor proved futile. 


Professor Sharrah 
and an as- 
sistast went to the scene, 
taking 
alone a gadget known as a geiger 
counter—an instrument used to de- 
tect the presence of radio - active 
particles. 


The 
professor-detective had a 
theory. He suspected that the ra- 
dium needles had 
been 
inadver- 


dently dropped in a waste basket 
in the doctor's office, so he pro- 
ceeded to the spot where the bas- 
ket had been emptied. 
There it 
was discovered that the trash had 
been carried away 
to the 
city 
dump. 


However, the counter began re- 
acting to the presence of radium 
within 30 or 40 feet of thes place 
where the trash had been emptied. 


In a short time the impulses were 
to an area three feet in diameter. 
By taking up a bucket of dirt at a 
time and testing it with the gieger 
counter the searchers located two 
of the needles. 
The 
remaining 
three 
needles 


turned up at the city dump, follow- 
ing a similar operation.
